— SPECIAL APPOINTMENTS DAY OR NIGHT — 
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Explanatory Rules 


There will be many spectators who are new to the 
game and others who have forgotten the laws of the game. 
The off-side rule trips most and a study of the following 
will enable you to follow the game more easily. 


OFF-SIDE. 


When a player plays the ball, any player of the same 
side who at such moment of playing is nearer to his op- 
ponent's goal-line is out of play, and may not touch the 
ball himself, nor in any way whatever interfere with an 
opponent, or with the play, until the ball has been again 
played, unless there are at,such moment of playing at 
least two of his opponents nearer their own goal-line. A 
player is not out of play when the ball is kicked off from 
goal, when a corner-kick or a throw-in is taken, when 
the ball has been last played by an opponent, or when 
he himself is within his own half of the field of play at 
ihe moment the ball is played by any player of the same 
side. 

It is not a breach of the law for a player to be in an 
off-side position but only when in that position he inter- 
feres with an opponent or with the play. If a player who 
is in an off-side position advances toward an opponent, 
or the ball, and in so doinggauses the play to be affected, 
he should be penalised. 


LAW 9. 


Tripping, Kicking, Jumping at.—Neither iripping, kick- 
ing, striking nor jumping at a player shall be allowed. 


“Hand.”—A player (the goalkeeper, within his own 
penalty area, excepted), shall not intentionally handle the 
ball. 


Holding, Pushing.—A player shall not use his hands to 
hold or push an opponent. 


Charging.—Charging is permissible, but it must not be 
violent or dangerous. 


Charging Behind.—A player shall not be charged from 
behind unless he is intentionally obstructing an oppon- 
ent.

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EXPLANATORY RULES (contd.) 


Free-kick from which Goal may be Scored.—A goal 
may be scored from a corner kick, and if a free kick is 
awarded because of an infringement of Law 9, a goal 
may be scored against the offending side direct from such 
free kick but not from any other free kick. 


There are many minor alterations to the rules this sea- 
son which tend to speed up the game, the most notable 
of which is that the goal kick must now be kicked direct 
from the area, and not tipped to the goal-keeper to punt 
the ball. It must also travel outside the penalty area or
